PERNICIOUS ADVERTISING. 


Music publishers desirous af advertising obscene songs are respectfully 
requested to refrain from bringing their copy to The Billboard. While adver- 
tising is the very life of a newspaper, the kind of life that thrives on filthy, 
foul matter must be impure and insecure at best. The vermin population of 
old Mother Earth greatly exceeds the entire human family in sheer numbers. 
Swampy surroundings form a splendid setting for the reproduction of noxious 
animals. Put this does not prove that vermin are superior to the human race. 

As a matter of fact, the same filth that supports noxious animal existence 
brings pestilence to mankind. How can a newspaper claim to be editorially 
clean and at the same time print advertisements of songs so filthy in their 
very titles that the black ink seems to blush with shame? How can a theatri- 
cal newspaper pretend to publish music news in one section and in another 
print the words ofgan apscene song referring to the vilest of sex relations, as if 
to prove that any Clean interpretation of the title is belied by the detailed 
words? Above all, how can a paper pretend to be friendly to the ever-grow- 
ing music publishing interests and accept and print advertisements referring 
to the kind of songs that threaten to undermine the respectability of the song 
publishing industry? 

When a member of the clergy commits a breach of convention, society is 
astounded, because society looks upon the clergy as the natural protector’ of 
morals: When “system” is revealed in the police department, the public is 
nauseated, because the power chosen to protect the public inflicts injury upon 
it. What, then, should be said of the publication, smiling and smirking as the 
friend, of an industry, yet dealing.a veritable death blow for pecuniary profit? 
What.should be the attitude’ of the readers of such a publication upon dis- 
covering its real character? The faithless preacher is compelled to resign, the 
murderer is sentenced to death. The hypocrit, more dangerous than either, 
is permitted to go on, undisturbed, supported by the ones directly injured. 

The real standing of & newspaper, soliciting advertising on the claim that 
it inspires more ‘postal card answers” than any other medium, is readily un- 
derstood when it is realized that most of these “postal card answers” are re- 
quests for the smutty songs, quoted in their entirety. What a tribute to the 
morally clean readers of the smut-promulgating magazine! 

The Billboard has shown a real interest in the music publishing business, 
not only for the sake of the publishers, but in the interest of the performer as 
well. It has preferred giving free thematics of worthy songs to printing ques- 
tionable advertisements at full rates. And many large publishing concerns can 
testify to the fact that it is absolutely impossible to subsidize the thematic 
feature, at the expense of worthy, smaller concerns, by offering a bribe in the 
form of contract advertising. 

The Billboard has built up successful departments by best serving the 
interests of those connected with the fields of activity represented. It is sat- 
isfied to est upon this reputation, and will sacrifice none of the purity that 
has endeared it to many supporters in order to gain the good-will of mis- 
guided investors endeavoring to introduce worthless material. The reliability 
of its editorial department will be confirmed, not contradicted, by a perusal of 
its advertising pages. Construction and excavation can not be carried on 
simultaneously on the same foundation. For these reasons, The Billboard has 
refused, and will continue to refuse, advertising relaiing to obscene, indecent, 
repulsive songs.

To an unprecedented extent it succeeded, for we have had better business 
during the past three months than we ever before enjoyed during a presiden- 
tial campaign.

We are entering upon the greatest era of prosperity that America has 
ever known. 


FOR WHAT IT’S WORTH. 


A story that has long been retailed by word of mouth among show folk 
—a sordid, unpleasant story, but one well vouched for, has at last found its 
way into print. Herbert Corey tells it in the Cincinnati Times-Star. 

Corey’s version does not accord entirely with others that have reached 
us, but these others varied also, so doubtless his is true enough. 

We do not vouch for it. We give it for what it is worth. Here it is: 


The pay of chorus girls averages about $18 a week. They are required to work for nothing 
during the rehearsal period. Sometimes they rehearse four weeks, and the show closes in two 
weeks. A few more weeks pass before they get another engagement. That budget does not 
provide for many rainy days. Few chorus girls could go through a period of thin fog even. 

“I tried to do something for them once,’’ said a theatrical manazer the other day. ‘‘Honest. 
I know they're up against it. There isn’t a manager in the business who could not afford to 
pay his chorus girls half salary during rehearsal—and that half salary would make more of a 
difference to some of the girls than could be appreciated by one not in the profession.”’ 

Before he put his half-salary plan into operation, he thought he had better talk to some of his 
high-priced people. Their contracts called for $200, $300, $400 a week. He felt that he coulé 
not afford to pay them half salaries, too, during the rehearsal time. And he feared they would 
demand it if they knew the chorus girls were being paid. 

“So I talked to ‘em—in the sacred confidence of brothers,’’ said he. ‘‘I told them that Bb 
¢oul? not and would not give them half pay, but that I hoped they would not interfere with my 
plan to help ont the girls who really needed it. Every one of them said it was a beautiful 
thought of mine. They always knew that I had a white soul. But that if any extra money were 
being passed around, and they didn’t get their share of it, they wouldn’t play. So there.’ 

‘‘Listen,”’ I said. I was getting red in the neck. ‘‘You do not get any extra money. Get 
that? Are you going to interfere with my plan to help out the girls? You know that every one 
of them is likely to be in the hole right now.’’ 

“We stand together.’’ these high-priced folks told me. ‘One for all; all for one. If the 
girls get half pay, so do we, or we go screaming out into the street.’’ 

So the girls didn’t get half pay. But what do you think of those well-paid folks, hey? 


Not a nice story, is it? Yet it is well vouched for and generally credited. 

We refused to believe it. We do not accept it in its entirety even yet. 
We have always found actors and actresses so spontaneously generous, s® 
sympathetic, so quickly responsiv to the appeal of the unfortunate, and with- 
all so liberal, that this tale was mighty hard to swallow. 


We believe there was, that there must have been another side to it. The 


accused principals have never sought to justify their course—they could not,, 


and naturally would not try if the charges is true. 
If it is not true, they ought to speak up. 
Will they? 


BURLESQUE EVOLUTION. 


Burlesque is enjoying great and rapidly increasing favor in America. The 
demand is growing steadily and healthily. 

Every now and then its growth is noted and deplored by well-meaning 
but illogical writers and thinkers, 

Among these mistaken folks, those that voice their regrets loudest are 
those who have not attended a burlesque show for years. 

They are still judging burlesque by what it used to be. They do not 
know what it has come to be. Consequently they are talking of something 
that they know little about, and their talk deserves scant consideration. 

Burlesque’s origin was lowly, but it has persisted and endured. It has 
grown constantly. It has improved and is still improving. 

Now, what is the inference? 

Just this, that burlesque satisfies, an old existing and inherent craving 
in the Anglo-Saxon and Teutonic races. 

If you doubt it, look at the obstacles that it has surmounted and the 
handicaps it has overcome. Consider the crude and coarse work of ten or 
twelve years since, the lack of artistry, of taste, of refinement. 

Burlesque survived all of these. Now women and children are attending 
the performances. Salacious lines and suggestive costumes, mystified by art, 
are being toned down or cut out bodily. 

In ten years—perhaps less—burlesque in America will enjoy all the 
popularity, regard and great esteem that the pantomimes do in England. 

It will draw its patronage from all ranks of society, and will class higher 
than vodvil and melodrama. 

The demand for burlesque is basic, inborn, national. It satisfies an in- 
sistent and persistent race-craving—a primitive urge handed down by our an- 
cestors.

Caesar. Mr. Faversham used the Edwin Booth 
version as edited by Willlam Winter, who was 
present to witness the first New York perform 
ance. Several scenes have been added to the 
original Booth version in the first follo and the 
play was immensely improved thereby In the 
cast were such actors as Tyrone Tower, who 
made a name for himself in his Interpretation 
of the Drain Man in The Servant In the House, 
In which he appeared not long ago, and Frank 
Keenan whore interpretation of Cassius was 
very well done. Of course it ts needless to 
mention Willlam Faversham, who played the 
part of Mark Antony. Faversham ix one of the 
few actors who can render Mark Antony with 
that degree of finesse necessary to make the 
role a finisht product. It is possible for almost 
anyone to act Mark Antony and get away with 
it, because the part is written in such a man 
ner as to render the acting comparatively easy. 
Bot 't Is very dificult to give the character that 
peculiar finish which renders it most effectiv. 
And this is what Faversham did Ile aroused 
the enthusiasm of the audience to such an ex 
tent that one man forgot himself entirely and 
boldly called out for a ‘“‘Speech! Sneech!"" be 
fore the curtain bad hardly descended on the 
funeral oration scene This was hardly the 
thing to do, but it typifies the effect of the 
oration on the audience. It was only the great 
control of any number of the audience that 
kept them from shouting aloud In their pratse. 

The Brutus of Tyrone Power was particularly 
well rendered and gave Power the opportunity

Past Week Proves Uneventful For Music Publishers Owing to Elec- 
tion—Some Sayings, Wise and Otherwise, Offered Under

The voices are al] good—that of the 
tenor being particularly worthy of note, and 
the material has been well selected. They 
start with a bang and never for a moment is 
the speed slackened,

congratulated that this high-grade musical act 
ig again to be seen in the two-a-day houses. 
The offering is quiet and hard to place properly 
on a bill, but for a genuine musical treat their 
equal is not to be found in vodvil.

—Quite the best show seen at the Fifth Avenue 
for a long time, is the one that Manager McCune 
is offering the patrons of Mr. Proctor’s house 
this week. No great big name is in evidence, but 
there are enough of the standard brand to 
guarantee a crackerjack show and in conse- 
quence, the house is doing the best business 
for the fore part of the week that has been 
seen there this season. 

No less than three acts made hits of such 
proportions that the audience would not let 
the show continue until bow after bow had 
been taken, This is some percentage in a show 
of eight acts. There are nine programmed, but 
Genaro and Bailey are out of the bill, and even 
at that the sbow runs until eleven o’clock. 

The first act to stop the show was that of 
Jim Diamond and Miss Brennan, in what they 
chose to call Niftynonsense. This consists 
of singing, dancing, talking and Diamond's 
funny mannerisms. Miss Brennan is a beau- 
tiful girl, and an excellent foil for Diamond's 
comedy methods, They make a happy com- 
bination. 

Juliet ? in a brand new act followed them 
and duplicated their success. In fact, she did 
a little better if any one can do better than 
stop a show. This charming young woman 
has developt wonderfully, and she was always 
a decidedly clever miss. In her new offering, 
which is built along the same general lines 
as the old, and consists of character studies 
and imitations. Juliet ? has an act that is 
feature material on any bill, and of headline 
ealibre in the majority of places.

The supporting company oelng good, and the 
vehicle being excellent, it is little wonder that 
the offering is accorded the top post of merit. 
The show was started by Marcus and Cartelle, 
a pair of dancing roller skaters who put the 
audience in good humor at the jump. 
were followed by Wheeler Earl and Vera - 
tis, assisted by Freddie Steele, in what is billed 
as A Dozen Minutes of Smiles.

—With enough good acts on the bill to make 
up a good show, the Victoria, this week, is 
offering about the poorest arranged performance 
that is possible. What looks on paper to be a 
pretty good show, in the playing proved to be 
exactly the reverse. Something will probably 
be done to the running order of the bill and in 
that event the show should improve. 
could not be burt any, no matter what change 
was made, 

Edna Aug, of whom the Western critics have 
been more than generous in their praise, had a 
dandy spot on the bill, but died standing up. 
There have been pitiable exhibitions at Ham- 
merstein’s before, but never such as that of a 
clever woman—for Miss Aug is undeniably clever 
—trying to do comedy and failing to get away 
with it. It seems that Miss Aug was over- 
anxious to make good, and that robbed her of all 
chance that she might have had to put over 
the ordinary material which she is using. A 
few of the faithful stationed here and there 
in the audience did all that could be done to 
bolster up the applause but the effect was 
hopeless. The Hammerstein audience just 
didn’t like Miss Aug, that was all there was to 


it. 

Rem Brandt opened the performance with his 
aig pistol, sketching the heads of several more 
or less prominent people in a novel manner. He 
started the show all right but for some reason 


or other Rosaire and Prevost, who followed 
failed to keep things going. This is passing 
strange in view of the way Rice and evost 


used to clean up at the corner house. The 
Prevost of this act Is the same of the Rice 
and Prevost combination and he works well, as 
does Rosaire. but the andience might as well 
have been handcuffed for all the applause 
offered. 

Tom Dingle danced on and after doing some 
very clever eccentric steps, danced and sang 
himself off without the audience caring one way 
or the other. Dingle is being assisted by the 
Esmerela Sisters, who darace and sing too, but 
the Hammerstein bunch were in a hypercritical 
mood and they didn’t warm up to the two good- 
looking girls at all. 

Brown and Blyer who followed, started things 
with their singing and piano playing. Blyer 
can certainly sing a rag number, and Brown at 
the piano gave an exhibition of fingering that 
made the andience sit up and take notice. These 
two boys left the audience in a receptive mood 
for the act of the Three Ernests who followed. 

The Three Ernests have a horizontal bar act 
that begins where the majority of the kind leave 
off. Their work on the bars is clean-cut and grace- 
ful, Add to this the fact that the act is offered in 
a setting and manner far away from anything 
of the kind, and the reason for their success 
is readily seen. They were one of the two acts 
on the bill that met with any where near the 
usual amount of appreciation. 

They livened thing up considerably, but the 
act of Miss Aug’s, which followed, slowed

While the plece 
isn’t bad. it isn’t good, and in this day of 
competition among sketches it should not de in 
great demand. 

Al Herman, the Black Laugh, is al! that bis 
billing implies. Herman is a great favorite 
with American Roof audiences as the reception 
accorded him on his entrance amply tesfified. 
He kept the audience in a bilarious mood with 
his humerous stories. 

The Three Donals. a trio of good-eppearing 
band balancers and strong men. were used to 
bring the show to a close. The Donals have 
nothing new or startling to offer bot as long 
as the booking powers feel the necessity of clos- 
ing a show with an act of the kind, there should 
be no truble for the act to keep working. It 
ig neither any better nor any worse than the 
average strong-men European acts. that have 
been imported to this country in great nombers.

decided force in an instance at the Wilson 
Avenue Theatre the first half of the current 
week, where Jane Wallace Davis and Company 
appear ip a novelty dramatic skit, A Romance 
of Long Ago. The act was seen here at the Ma- 
jestic Theatre several weeks ago and at that 
time met with high favor with critical Chicago 
vodvil followers. The idea of the act is 
beautiful and really appealing in its touching 
sentiment. However, the appearance of the 
act at the Wilson, minus the elaborate scenic 
effects proves that more than sentiment and ap 
peal is necessary to send some acts over to the 
goal of hits. In the first act of the playlet, 
taking it as it was submitted at the Majes¢ic, 
a pretty garden scene is portrayed and the love 
sick youth who calls to bid good-bye to his 
sweetheart brings a small sprig of a sycamore 
which the girl plants before ber door step. 
That’s really about al] there is to the first a‘:t. 
When the curtain is raised on the second act, 
which represents a period many years later, a 
gigantic tree of paper mache is seen in the fore 
ground. It’s a very natural tree, too, and ihe 
cottage and little village in the back “yx 
lend a certain atmosphere to the act which de- 
mands interest and attention. However, at the 
Wilson, instead of the natural-looking paper 
mache tree a flat canvas painted one attached to 
netting affords the back-ground and instead of 


the cottage a ‘‘house drop’’ portraying an in- 
terior convervatory seene ig used. This fact de- 
tracts from the value of the offering but the 


clever acting of the two characters is well liked 
and a certain degree of success is met with, It 
is just probable that the small stage at the

New York has had a great sensation. The papers, even in the hysterical 
closing days of the campaign, with their columns crowded and groaning 
under big burdens of bunk, devoted big space to it. 

It had to do with a mysterious golfer—a most mysteriously mysterious 
golfer—who did amazing—perfectly amazing stunts on the Courtlandt and 
various other public links in and about the metropolis. 

This is the way Jimmie Allison talks about this dark secret golfer: 


THE MYSTERY OF THE BLACK-FACED GOLFER OF VAN 
COURTLANDT PARK has all New York guessing—that is, all New 
York that has heard of him, and that means everyone who reads 
newspapers. Evidently he is the central figure of a carefully de- 
vised practical joke, yet the mystery has its fascination. For three 
successive days he has appeared on the public golf course, in Van 
Courtlandt Park, and given exhibitions of golf prowess which have 
made spectators gasp. When a man with burnt cork smeared on his 
face, strolls up to a tee, carelessly swings a club, and overdrives a 
green 260 yards away, one may reasonably wonder. That’s what the 
mystery has been doing. Yesterday, onlookers who carefully 
watched his play, said that his drives averaged only a little under 
300 yards, and were of absolutely unheard-of accuracy. During each 
of his visits to the golf course he has been accompanied by three 
men, Capt. Tryer, who once backed Graham White, the aviator; 
James Garden, an Englishman, who has lived in New York for many 
years, and Hannen Swoffer, a writer for the London Mirror. They 
have refused to allow anyone to talk with their strange-looking 
protege, but they insist that there is nothing commercial in their 
enterprise. “It’s just a little sporting joke,”’ they say. The unknown 
wears unpretentious golfing clothes, and has his face so smeared 
with burnt cork as to be unrecognizable. 


Other correspondents for Western papers are sending out equally tan- 
talizing stories. But not one of them even hints at the eccentric golfer’s 
identity, so it is up to me to tell a waiting and expectant world that it is none 
other than W. M. Sheridan, of Chicago. 

(When I get to deducing, I am quite a deducer). 

W. M. Sheridan is a broker. His first name is William, but no one calls 
him that. The moniker he goes by is Billy. Owing to his distant, austere 
and heavily-dignified bearing, Billy seems to suit him better than William. 

I knew it was Sheridan as soon as I read the first account of his first 
stunt. Sheridan has been at West Baden, and had seen Willard Hopkins 
playing golf in a mistrel make-up. He stole Hopkin’s stuff. 

“Ah, ha!” says I. 

And then I read on: “When a man with burnt cork on his face, carelessly 
strolls up to a tee, swings a club and overdrives a green 260 yards away.” 

“Oh, ho!” says I. 

“Great precision and accuracy.” 

“Uh, huh!” says I. 

“Marvelous approaches makes spectators gasp-drives average only a 
little under 300 yards.” 


“That settles it,” says I. “It must be—it is Billy Sheridan.” 


There is a good deal more in that Sheerluck Groans stuff than most people imagine. One ought 
never to poop at it. 


I have played golf with Billy Sheridan, and I know that the peculiar and 
especially the amazing are among the best things he does. 

He hit me with a golf-ball once when I was standing directly behind him. 

On another occasion he sliced a ball so amazingly, that, after traveling 
some 200 feet away, it gradually yielded to slice-stuff he had put on it, de- 
scribed a complete circle, and returned to him, coming to lie at his very feet. 

They called him Boomerang Billy at West Baden for weeks after that 
feat. 

At another time, in driving off of number one tee, he sent his ball into 
a wagon of rakings—cut grass that the course-keepers were removing 
from the fair greens. The wagon, during the day, made the rounds of the 
links, finishing at the last green. 

Thinking that the ball might have dropped out of the wagon at the 
finish, Sheridan strolled over to the number nine green, and looked about. 
He saw nothing of it, and was just about to give up the search when he 
bethought him to look in the hole. There was the ball. Sheridan at once 
set up the claim that he had made the course in one. 


Billy never attempted to explain how the ball cropping from a wagon that never got nearer the 
putting green than ten feet, could gain impetus enough to reach the green and traverse fully half of 
it before dropping Into the hole. He simply pointed to the ball. ‘‘Same ball,"’ he said; ‘brand-new, 
and the same marking—‘S-P-A-U-L-D-1-N-G." No mistake possibie.’’ 


Sheridan has seen the day when he was not as passionately fond of golf 
as he is today. 

There was a time when he yearned for golf almost as violently as he did 
for a lingering death. 

Golf was prescribed for him by Doctor Dowden, of West Baden, in the 
beginning. It took the good Doctor, his entire staff and several husky hotel 
porters to drag Sheridan to the links and administer the first few prescriptions. 

Even for weeks after that he took his golf like a boy takes medicine. 
He bought one ball at a time, and always chose heavy ones that sink in water. 
Number one, two and three fair greens at West Baden are bordered by a deep 
creek, and whenever Sheridan put his lone ball in the creek, he used to sit 
down on the bank, light a cigar, and wait for the ball to come up. 


| Yes! Billy used to be a perfect fool about his golf—simply crazy about the game. | 


But one fine day, when he was trying to put the ball in the creek, he 
fluked and made a perfect shot for the green. It was a beauty. It rose high, 
carried just far enough to clear a difficult hazard, and fell dead right along 
side of the hole.

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RINK AND SKATING NEWS 


Cadillac, Mich., Off the Roller Skating Map This Winter—Sans 
Souci Rink, Chicago, Opens Seventh Season—Progress of 
the Racing Fund—Rink Managers’ Notes 


By JULIAN T. FITZGERALD. 


1 bave written several articles on the way 
tinks should be conducted to secure the good 
will of the people, but a little incident bas oc- 
cured the past week which compels me to again 
caution rink owners and managers to wake up 
to the fact that the days of the rough manage- 
ment of rinks is numbered. C. R. Clark re- 
cently made application for a license to operate 
a rink in the city of Cadillac, Mich., with one 
exception, be was turned down by the mayor and 
six of the city fathers of that city. 

“The skating rink is the most immoral 
egency we have in Cadillac,’’ declared Mayor 
Murphy before the city council. He backed up 
his statement with a recital of happenings in 
which young boys and girls figured, and 80 
ebocking the gix aldermen that they voied 
ageinst permitting anyone taking out a rink 
license at least tiis winter. 

Alderman Kaiser stood by Mr. Clark and de- 
clared be was willing that his children should 
attend the rink and coulda see no harm in it, 
provided it was properly conducted and furtaer 
advised that the parents of unruly children use 
the rod now and then and not to consider the 
&idermen moral sponsors for their children. 

We commend Alderman Kaiser in his stand. 
There are good and bad things in all amuse- 
ments, and we regret to state that many of 
our rinks have been loosely bandied in the past, 
and if Mr. Clark was responsible for the form- 
er conduct of the Cadillac Rink, he deserved to 
be turned down, but if it was his intention to 
conduct a rink on modern lines, it is to be re- 
gretted that the council of that city saw fit to 
deny their skating public the right to partake 
of this greatest of aj] pastimes. 

Rink managers and owners should take this 
incident as an example and exercise every pos- 
eible care to see that their rinks are conducted 
on moral lines. It might be well for some of 
you to adopt the method of one of our pros- 

rous and successful managers whom I have 

ad the pleasure to meet and converse with. 
This subject was talked over and he imparted a 
little plan be uses which struck me as a good 
one. He said: ‘‘Whenever I notice any young 
boy or girl patron conducting themselves as I 
think improper, I call them into my office and 
give them a good talking to in a fatherly way, 
end have found that this method has worked 
wonders. Of course, if they do not take my 
advice, I refuse them admittance to my place.’”’ 

The above remarks come from one of our 
most prosperous rink men, A. E. Aldrich, of the 
Coliseum Rink, Rockford, Lll., who has lately 
adced another large rink to his string, and Is 
Degotiating for anuther. This man has made a 
success because he runs a clean rink, and further 
be has the good will of the church people in his 
locality which was a good recommendation when 
he came to seek new fields. 
clandestine meetings in the rooms of a rink are 
not conducive of good results, and the sooner 
it is stopped, the better it will be for all con- 
cerned,

He has had several years’ experience la 
playing the game. and has consented to take 
charge of the Detroit quintet.

MUST RALLY TO THE SKATING FUND. 


The winter racing season is now about to 
open one of the greatest years in the history of 
the game, and knowing this many of the man- 
agers and speed skaters have as yet failed to 
come to the aid of the racing fund that was 
started to give them 60 much ald this winter. 
It is a certainty that we will not be able to do 
as much as we expected to do when this fund 
was first proposed, unless at the twelfth hour 
all these interested in this great move come to 
the assistance of the fund with a vim. 

I would like to be able to give to the patrons 
of roller rinks, managers and speed skaters, one 
of the greatest world’s championship roller 
meets that was ever held in thig or any other 
country since roller skating was discovered, if 
not several other big race meets in other parts 
of the country as was first planned. Every 
rink and every skater in this country can be in 
on this fund, as it was started for the good of 
roller skating, and to see if it was not possi- 
ble to bring the skaters from all parts of the 
United States together at least one time this 
winter. 

It has often been remarked that somy rinks 
would have preference over others on account of 
the sums of money that certain managers wouid 
donate, but it is far from that as it was started 
to help the speed skaters who have heretofore 
never had the opportunity to go outside of their 
own town or city. It was also stated that in 
the event of not enough money being raised to 
carry out the plans first stated, that as many 
medals and cups as could be purchased for the 
amount that was in the treasury would be pur- 
chased, and each and every skater in the United 
States would have an equa] chance to be the 
proud possessor of one of these medals or silver 
loving cups. 

Managers who donated to this fund were re- 
quested to hold elimination trials and local 
championship races all thru the season in their 
locality, and at the end of the witer skating 
season report who was their champlon skater. 
Then, if there was enough money in the fund 
this skater would be sent to the werld’s cham- 
pionship meet wherever it may be held. In this 
way it would encourage every speed skater in the 
country to take part in sectional championship 
races with the view of winning the chance to 
be sent to the big meet or receive one of the 
medals from the skating fund, which would be 
far superior to anything that could be awarded 
them from their own locality. The interest 
that would be taken in roller skating should 
show every menager in the game that he would 
be the gainer for whatever little sum that he 
may wish to donate toward the fund. 

I am spending hours and hours of my val- 
uable time to serve the roller skating interests, 
end have expended a large sum of money in get- 
ting the fund where it is at present, and have 
written hundreds of letters to those that I 
surely thought would jump at a proposition of 
this kind, but it seems as though you were all 
waiting for the other fellow to start something. 
It would be an easy matter for any of you 
managers to hold a little percentage night at 
your rink, and take off a small percentage for 
the fund, and in this way you would never miss 
the amount and it would be the means of boost- 
ing the fund up to where we could do wonders. 

It is true that many of you do not care to 
conduct races jn your rinks, but at the same 
time you are helping keep the spirit of roller 
skating up even if you don’t care to cater to 
racing. I don’t race, neither do I skate any- 
more, still I have skating at heart and am will- 
ing to spend my spare time toward the promo- 
tion of this great pastime for the good of the 
game, and surely ought to receive assistance 
from those who are making their livelihood 
from roller skating. We only have a few more 
weeks before the real winter season sets In. and 
if we ever expect to accomplish anything this 
year we will have to make a very quick start.

extent, overlapt and the routes have crost 
and recrost #0 that the success of some and 
failure of others can hardly be laid to the 


particular territory, 

Among the smaller shows, the wagon shows 
articularily, this year bas veen very profitable. 
The report from nearly al] of these is that 
husiness has been exceptionally good with oo 
losing weeks at all. The writer bas heard from 
nearly all the wagon shows and bas visited 
a number of them and finds that the reports 
bave not been exaggerated as to thelr success. 

The two-car shows, such as the dramatic 
shows and one-week stand and one-night stand 
shows playing repertoire, vaudeville and drama, 
have had a hard year of it. Only about twenty 
per cent of these report satisfactory business, 
but none of them report what you might cal! 
exceptionally good business Quite a few of 
these shows failed in the first part of the sea- 
aon and others who stayed out did so at a loss. 

We believe that the business next year is 
going to be exceptionally large and that many 
new features wil] be shown in the tbree big 
show tent departments. That is, the circus, 
Wild West and tent theatre Those shows 
which had a hard time of it this year are plan- 
ning to increase the attractive powers of their 
paper and also the entertainment features of the 
performance. There is no question but that 
the result of this general strengthening will 
be an increased drawing power next year. We 
find also that there is a tendency among prac- 
tically all the shows to increase the attractive- 
reas of the parade features and results in the 
last two or three seasons seem to justify this. 

There is also a very noticeable change in the 
sentiment of the proprietors of tent shows con- 
cerning the quality of the material that they 
purchase, The writer has particularily noticed 
this with regards to the canvas equipment and 
practically all the contracts that we now have 
for next year are for the very best grades of 
canvas, running to the heavier weights. We 
row have in the house, contracts for enough 
tents to keep us running to capacity during the 
entire winter. But this fact is not only notice- 
able during the canvas equipment but also in 
aniforms, banners, lighting apparatus, etc. We

showman may never visit certain towns a second 
time, though he may travel for years and years. 
Indeed the showman is a sort of gypsy and keeps 
ko ng on and on, forever on, and is z 
among friends in one place. His time is so 
largely occupied that he can scarce think of any 
thing save his work. And yet there be times 
when his mind reverts to home and loved ones. 
He will be sitting on the grass, near the big 
tent, “between shows’’ (that is, during the in- 
termission between the afternoon and night per- 
formances, when the crowds have left the show 
lot) and will see, in retrospection. his far-away 
home, his loving mother, noble father, beautiful 
sister and maybe a brother. He wonders what 
they can all be doing and if they think of him. 
Then he says to himself, “I am very foolish 
to be here; although I have a splendid home and 
fine people. I am traveling with a circus, mak- 
ing six towns or cities every week, in all kinds 
of weather, just like a gypsy. I could just as 
wel] be at home among my nearest and dearest 
friends and I ought to be there.’’

wagons. In the quiet, shaded little Wauconds 
cemetery is Ward’s grave, and above it stands 
a headstone with the inscription, *“To Charles 
Ward, July 16, 1912—From the Citizens of 
Wauconda.’’ Ward went to Wauconda July 16 
last, with a traveling dog and pony show. Noth 
ing is known of bis past or whether he had kith 
or kin living. Two weeks before the circus canx 
to Wauconda Ward was warned by a physician 


that he had a severe case of heart disease and 
must pot act again. ‘‘What else can 1] do?’ 
he asked, with the actor's fatalism. ‘That's 


all 1 know bow to do now—act on the flying 
trapeze. 1 guess I'l) have to stick it out."’ On 
the night of the show at Wauconda Ward had 
just finished his act. He was shding down a 
rope from his aerial perch when he was seen 
to stiffen and fall to the ground. He died 
within a few moments. Wauconda had never 
seen or heard of Ward before. He had no 
claim on the village or its citizens. Neverthe 
less, headed by a Chicagoan name Sharde, a 
subscription list was at once started and 
a sum sufficient for the modest headstone 
raised, over 50 persons giving small sums be! 
low actors bought a lot in the cemetery and paid 
for the burial. Two weeks later Waucondaus 
had erected the monument to the memory of 
the man who had amused them, dying while at 
his appointed task.

into her own; the pofsoned comb, the apple 
half poisoned and half good, which the wicked 


queen, in the guise of the horrible peddier 
woman, shares with her. Then yon think she 
is dead for good. But not so. The sorrowing 


Prince Charming takes her into his arms for 
the last time and ont pops the apple which 
had only stnek in her throat. My. how glad 
the tiny spectators are when they see her 
come back to life after being seemingly dead 
for so long. And the sorrow of her little 
guardiax is pitiful to behold, at her supposed 


death. You almost have to weep with them 
in their anguish. 

The dramatist has done her work well, and 
you can follow the story of Snow White clear 
thru to the end, just ag it was in the story of 
your youth. She has made a few changes in 
the story, but they are minor ones and do not 
detract from it one iota. The scenic effects 
were just right, just as the child audience 
would have them. The throne room, the scene 
in the woods, the home of the dwarfs, the 
witch's house, all are there as in the original 
Grimm story. The work of the cast, too, is of 
the finest kind. Marguerite Clark, as Snow 
White, has, of course, the burden of the play 
on her shoulders. She lends to the character, 
her child-like appearance, her charming manner 
and her beauty. She acts the part with child- 
like simplicity, one would expect of Snow 
White, On the whole, Snow White has come 
into its own and is bound to be remembered by 
all who have had the opportunity to witness 
the production of the quaint old fairy story. 
At last the stage has begun to do something 
for the children of this country, and it is about 
time.

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BEN COLTON 


The old-time negro minstrel who was one of 
the oldest of his kind in the world. 


By J, MILTON PRABER, 


As the fireside readers of Old Billyboy like to 
look back over the life led by the minstrel man 
as well as that of the circus man or performer, 
the writer will try to give a pen portrayal of 
the life of one of America’s brightest real old- 
time black-face artists who began his life as a 
negro delineator shortly after the Civil War 
was ended. 

Ben Colton was born in Pawtucket, R. I., in 
1827 and at the time of bis death was 80 years 
old. He was a pretty well-known character in 
New York City, Boston and most of the New 
England towns, which he used to frequently 
visit, Although at the time of his death, it 
had been some time since be did any straight 
character minstrel work, it was not 80 very 
long before 1908 that he was on the stage. 

One of his many intimate friends, Arthur 
Moreland, formerly interlocutor of the Dock- 
stader’s Minstrels, who sald that Ben Colton, to 
the best of his remembrance, had not appeared 
with any minstrel show in New York City since 
1878, when he sang with the troupe then man- 
aged by Maguire, the famous California im- 
presario, at the Park Theatre, situated at Broad- 
way and Twenty-first street. 

At that time, however, Colton must have been 
pretty nearly at the head of his profession, be 
cause be was paired as the end man with the 


,Maguire Show with no less eminent a person 


age than our own dear Billy Emerson, whose 
name was plastered over any history of min- 
strelsy, from copyright to finis. 

And if memory serves the writer best it must. 
have been about that time, in fact, that Billy 
Emerson was sending down to fame the words 
and music of that immortal lyric, a part of 
which remarked: 
“I'm a dandy copper of the Broadway squad, 
A Metropolitan M. P. 

The girls all cry 
As I go by— 
“Are ye there, Mori-ar-i-tay?’ "’ 


Ben Colton had been living in Harlem for at 
least two years, but despite his advanced years 
be was as spry as a cricket and insisted on do 
ing some busifiess, the particular line in which 
he became interested being the running of a 
steam laundry. But Mr. Moreland says that it 
could not have been more than two and a half 
years prior to the time of his death, when Colton 
Was over 77 years old and playing at Austin & 
Stone's Museum, together with Ainsley Scott, 
another old-time minstrel man, in a song and 
dance act. They had to make but six appear- 
ances each day, but despite that Colton wearied 
of it after about two weeks and remarked to 
his partner: “Ainsley, this is a little too 
strenuous for Benny."’ 

With this remark he announced his final re- 
tirement from the stage. Ainsley Scott was as 
old, if not older, than Colton. He, too, has had 
a long and varied career among minstrels and 
was known to all the old-timers gs the man who 
invariably at some moment in the course of 
every show he ever appeared in has announced 
himself in these words: 

“Ainsley Scott will now sing the celebrated 
encore aria from The Enchantress, entitled 
Crowned with the Tenipest. ”’ 

This and the blue frilled shirt that he 4in- 
variably wore, were his distinguishing features. 

Searching all the information sources regard 
ing ‘‘old-timers,’’ I find that from all accounts 
that Benjamin Colton, while not one of the 
most commapding genjuses of the minstrel pro- 
fession, appears to have been one of the sul 
and must cevsiderable of the tot. 

He began life as an actor at an early age. 
appearing in a variety as long ago as the late 


thirties, when be was billed as “‘Master Ben 
Cvulton."’ 


‘He drifted inte minstrelsy soon after the Civil] 


ar, when the black-face singers and jokers 
were just getting ready to sweep the country, 
and a good part of England, by storm. 

For several years in the late sixties he was 
one of the proprietors of the organization 
known as the Arlington, Colton and Kemble 
Troupe. This organization was what was known 
in those days as a “‘located troupe’’—that is to 
Say, a troupe that made its home in some big 
*city—a sort of black-face stock company. 

In Chicago Colton made money and he saved 
some of it, too. He was always one of the 
cumparatively few of the minstrels who really 
did know the value of money and who took an 
occasional peek forward at the coming rainy day. 
And this good trait ought to serve a good lesson 
to many of our present-day performers who re- 
ceive good salaries, but never save one cent, and 
when adversities come they have to fall back 
upon the generosities of friends or the state. 

Ben Colton was not the only member of the 
family who won fame upon the boards ag The 
Coltons were a great show family, for not only 
did Miss Idalene Colton take to the stage, but 
Ben Colton’s son, Ben, Jr., was also a member 


of a song and dance team, which went to 
Europe, where the boy died. 
“Ben Colton,”’ from the view standpoint 


of some of his old companions in business, ‘‘was 
a typical Yank. He had a snappy style and 
was one of the most unctuous comedians of his 
profession. He was a stout little chap and he 
had a squeak something like Stuart Robson's, 
only not so pronounced.”’ 

When Ben Colton first got to be prominent in 
the minstrel profession, it was a great time 
for ballads about conflict and martial glory, and 
all that kind of things. Most of the old-tim: 
forms of that character that persist in the 
memories of some of the old people of today 
owe their existence to the minstrel. Among 
them were some that even the young people of 
today are familiar with, as the country is 
flooded with vaudeville houses, moving picture 
houses who give songs and recitations in some 


. cases, and last but not least through the geniue 


of our Edison, the phonograph or victor-victrola 
in almost every home has become universal, 
Such songs are When the Cruel War Is Over, 
and Tenting on the Old Campground. Others 
less familiar nowadays and but equally wel! 
known forty years ago are: We Were Soldier 
Boys Together, King Tom Coming, Brother's 
Fainting at the Door, Mother, Is the Battle 
Over? and Mother Kissed Me In My Dream. 


It will be observed that filial affection played 
a large part in these sentimental ballads. 
and, indeed, it may be sald safely that the 
minstrels bad much to do with establishing the 
vogue of the home-and-mother song so firmly 
that ite foundations have scarcely been shaken 
even down to the present day. 


When these foundations were being laid no- 
body handled the lyric trowel and mortar more 
industriously than the late Billy Emerson and 
his partner, Ben Colton. 

Emerson was the most successful of the two. 
perhaps because he was more versatile and had 
a better natural singing voice. Im fact, all the 
old-timers agree that, take it by and large, Col- 
ton’s old endman team mate, Emerson, never bad 
any superiors as an all-round minstrel. 

For comedy, taking it apart from singing and 
dancing, a good many authorities prefer Billy 
Manning; Lew Dockstader is one of these. 

“Billy Manning was the quaintest and mort 
original darky comedian ever seen on the stage.’ 
he said a few years ago. Lew Benedict was a 
close second. 

All the minstrel sharps unite in saying that 
it ig hard to say just how much the minstrels 
owe to Stephen Collins Foster, who was born 
at Pittsburg, Pa., July 4, 1826; died at New 
York City, January 13, 1864. He was the rec- 
ognized American song writer and popular com 
poser and as a great deal has been written about 
this great man probably his memory will ever 
remain green in life’s boquet of harmonious great 
ness. Certain it is that they owed much, very 
much, says the minstrel sege, Lew Dockstader, 
too much credit can not be given to Foster for 
the aid he gave to minstrelsy. 

He wrote over 100 songs, and Ben Colton sang 
a good many of them, no doubt, and E. P. 
Christy sang a good many more of them, Iinclud- 
ing songs that will never die, songs like Nellie 
Was A Lady, Oh Susannah, Way Down Upon the 
the Suwanee Ribber, Old Black Joe, Come Where 
My Love Lies Dreaming, Hard Times Come Again 
No More. 

This last song would probably be pretty pop- 
ular just now and I admit that I’ve thought 
somewhat of reviving it. But it’s too sweet to 
burlesque, as everybody knows who has heard It. 

In memory I close as follows on February 24, 
1908. They put one more of the real old-time 
negro minstrels under the sod when they buried 
old Ben Colton. The funeral took place from 
Daniel Corbett’s undertaking establishment, No. 
2 Manhattan Avenue, New York City. The old 
minstrel’s second wife and his daughter, Idalene 
Colton, together with her husband, Nicholas 
Long, and a few of the old professional guards, 
were the principal mourners, and these, with one 
or two neighbors who had lived on the same 
floor of the flats at 234 West 146th Street, were 
present.

The 
weather man's barometer ought to measure somr 
interesting data, If the two planets bappen to 
meet. Tom has taken « great deal of interest 
in ‘the music business and is well liked by the 
Western music publishers.

His death removed the oldest 
showman known. He died last Washington's 
birtbday. His last words were: ‘I’m tired, 
worn out; I want to go."" He slept away, and 
#0 easy was the passing that the loved ones by 
his side did not know when the last breath 
winged ite filght. I loved thig dear old veteran, 
and it seems strange that he should die and not 
a word appear in the papers of the amusement 
world. For that reason now I pay tribute tv 
his name, bis deeds and his memory. 

The last story of circus life he wrote was for 
my Thirty-three Weeks With A Circus, That 
was in 1995. He was 78 then: the end came 
fm his 86th year. He began with the tented 
world in the ‘“‘forties’’ and be retired in the 
“eighties."’ His active labors on the lot form 
velumes of splendid things said and done. A 
kinder man never lived. A more generous per- 
@un sover journeyed bere. He was the soul of 
hover and rich joy.
